this country. The affidavits, said Mr. 
Lewis, completely refute Mr. Hearst's 
statement that. he had met Bolo. Pacha 
only once, when a matter of business 
was. discussed... By six’ affidavits: the’ 
Attorney. General’ seeks to show .that 
Hearst frequently received the visiting 
Frénch adventurer at his Riverside 
Drive home. 

The affidavits also set forth -that 
Count von Bernstorff was a. frequent 
<isitor at the Hearst home in the Spring 
of 1918, and that, in fact, both the Am- 
bastador and: Bolo visited the Hearst 
home together. One affidavit, made by 
an ‘elevator operator at the Hearst 
home, 137 Riverside Drive, sets forth 
that von Bernstorff and Bolo were such 
+ frequent visitors at the home of the 
editor that the employes of the estab- 
lishment devised nicknames for them, 
Ambassador Bernstorff being referred to 
as the “‘ Duke de la Brew” and Bolo 
Pacha as the ‘“‘ Duke de la Car.” 

The affidavits were made by taxicab 

. drivers, who swore they frequently. drove 
von Bernstorff and Bolo Pacha from the 


| Ritz-Carlton Hotel, where the Ambas-

Two days before the allied forces 
made their attack, the enemy’s ar- 
tillery was posted in echelon, indi- 
cating that an attack was expected. 
Apprehensions were felt for the 
safety of the guns or else the artil- 
lery reserves no longer were suffi- 
cient to justify prodigality in their 
use, because, instead of there being 
artillery at the points where the 
strongest stand was made by the 
Germans, machine guns were their 
reliance. 

One German division of reinforce- 
ments coming up by the road near 
Hangest was caught under the fire 
of French batteries and disorganized 
before it could get into action. 

A division of reservists, according 
te the statements of prisoners, was 
brought into line against the French 
First Army with virtually no rest 
period. All the other divisionsuens 
gaged against this army, with the 
exception of one, are said to have 
been weakened and worn by recent 
combats. 

‘Staff Takes Luncheon in Field. 

The General Staff of the French 
Army that is pursuing the Germans 
east of Montdidier ate luncheon to- 
day in an open field, The staff 
members were content with a frugal 


meal, served in small baskets and 
eaten with the aid of their pocket 
knives. 

The main concern of the staff was 
not to satisfy hunger, but to keep 
the closest possible surveillance over 
the rapidly changing battlefront. 
They managed to maintain a close 
study of their military -naps 
throughout the impromptu meal. 

Yesterday’s battleground all about 
was strewn with rifles, machine 
guns, ammunition, cartrifige boxes, 
and supplies that were abandoned 
by the enemy. Mounted dispatch 
riders, acting in the absence of tele- 
phone and telegraph communication, 
were riding at a gallop through all 
the disorder of upheaved earth, their 
horses leaping over shell holes, 
_. trenches, and brooks to keep the 
front lines in touch with their sup- 
porte. The forward mdévement of 
the: French early outran the efforts 
of the Signal Corps to play its part. 

The landscape today showed, by 
a vivid contrast, the ravages of 
modern warfare, even where ruined 
dwellings are absent from the scene.

HAIG’S FORCES MEET 
STIFF RESISTANCE 


Bat Continue Somme Advance 
as Germans Cross the River, 
Streaming Eastward. 


WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, Aug. 11, (Associated 
Press.)—The allied forces continued 
their victorious advance all along 
the line last night and early teday, 
pushing in the general direction of 
the upper reaches of the Somme. 
They were smashing the stiff resist- 
ance interposed by the rearguards 
of the retreating Germans, the bulk 
of whom, according to reports con- 
sidered reliable, were fleeing in dis- 
order. 


British cavalry were reported this 
afternoon operating close to the 
town of Nesle. (Nesle is six miles 
southeast of Chaulnes.) 

Up to date thirty-one German di- 
visions have been in contact with 
the allied forces. Of these, twenty- 
one have been engaged between the 
extreme left of the allied flank afd 
the point where the French join the 
British, A number. of prisoners 
from these divisions have also been 
captured by the French. 

Ten divisions of Prince Rup- 
precht’s reserves have been identi- 
fied in the fighting. 

Many hours ago the British, 
French, and American troops had 
reached, roughly, the old line held 
by the Germans before their retire- 
ment to the Hindenburg line. They 
have now pushed beyond it.in many 
places. 

Goyencourt, two miles northwest 
of Roye, is reported to have fallen 
te British troops. 

Other British forces were on the 
front of Chaulnes, Hattencourt, and 
Villers-les-Roye. 

The Germans are retiring grad- 
ually everywhere in the face of the 
fire from the British guns, rifles, 
and machine guns. 

Americans Face Hard Fighting. 

The Americans and British north 
of the Somme had further hard 
fighting, and with fine spirit 
pushed on toward Bray. They have 
traversed the northern spur east of 
Chipilly, and Etinehem, as well, is 
in their hands. Gressaire Wood had 
long since been cleared of the enemy, 
the allied forces passing around the 
wood, which was reeking with gas 
from many pockets. 

Here both the British and. ‘Arete 
icans, were helped on their way by 
tanks. At one place a tank, contain- 
ing twelve volunteers, rushed a 
strong enemy. position. Scores of 
Germans were killed, and seven of- 
ficers and 200 men were captured. 
This permitted the infantry to gét 
on to the line it was holding this 
morning. 

The Americans, ‘“ the fighting of 
the last twenty hours, had further 
casualties, principally caused by ma- 
chine gun bullets, but their casual- 
ties were no more than were to be 
expected among troops constantly 
delivering attacks against the ene- 
my, Who here put up probably the 
stiffest resistance of any along the 
line, realizing the importance of the 
positions, which are now in the 
hands of the British and American 
forces. 

A ‘considerable number of -addi- 
tional prisoners -were taken here, 
and the Germans suffered extreme- 
ly heavy losses. 

Large groups of prisoners, hun- 
gry, thirsty, and grimy, and appear- 
ing thoroughly disheartened, con- 
tinue to arrive at the collecting 
cages. Among the captured were 
five regimental commanders and ten 
battalion ¢ iders.

By evening of that day it had met 
with very strong German resistance 
at Arvillers, where reserves had 
been brought up to reinforce the 
men in the line. After a violent 
struggle these reserves were defeat- 
ed and ‘thrown back and the village 
was taken, the French also captur- 
ing Davenescourt and the park to 
the west of Contoire. . 

The whole of the 4 o’cléck attack 
delivered southwest of Montdidier 
was a complete success. Rubescourt, 
Le Fretoy, Le Tronquoy, Vaux, As- 
sainvillers, and Faverolles fell suc- 
cessively, the capture of Faverolles 
cutting off the line of retreat of the 
men in Montdidier and making the 
eventual capture of the town a cer- 
‘ainty. 

Since Aug. 8 ‘the French have 
taken over 200 guns and: 8,000 pris- 
oners, the number of guns being 
markedly out of proportion to the 
number of prisoners. This can only 
be explained by the state of confu- 
sion existing in the German ranks. 
The men are flocking along the roads 
in disorder to the rear, abandoning 
everything in their passage. 

In this connection the intervention 
of the 3d Army has been of extreme 
value, its action on the enemy’s 
flank increasing the disorder. 

Large convoys have been observed 
hurrying to the rear, arid these have 
been subjected to artillery fire and 
air bombardment. Our aviators are 
continuously raining tons of projec- 
tiles on columns, on points of assem- 
bly, and on the bridges of the 
Somme, certain of which ‘have al- 
ready been rendered useless, The 
aviators have supplemented the drop- 
ping of bombs by machine-gun fire. 
and have materially aided in creat- 
ing disorder. 

Examination of the map shows the 
difficulty of the enemy’s retreat. All 
the troops must pass either by Roye 
or by Nesle. They are already vir- 
tually cut off from Roye, where the 
French bombing planes have been 
particularly active, and in conse- 
quence the situation of the men on 
the high ground to the south is ex- 
tremely grave. 

The enthusiasm of the French 
troops is amazing, the ‘officers at 


times finding it impossible to hold 


them back. 

Since July 15 the Germans have 
lost more thah 1,200 guns, a serious 
matter in view of ‘the difficulties 
they have experienced in the. last 
six months in the manufacture of 
artillery. Thus their lack of such 
metals as manganese has as for its 


effect the rapid whe ‘out of the'| the 
of guns, and these can only be 
replaced with great difficulty. Con- 
‘sequently the sudden loss of 1,200 
guns may be expected to hamper 
them seriously for several months. 

" Third Army Thrown In. 

After the success of the general 
advance the high command engaged 
also the third army that lay to De- 
beney’s right, and at 4:20 in the 
morning an attack was delivered 
without artillery pteparation be- 
tween Courcelles, Fayette, and Matz. 
Two minutes later the artillery 
joined in, and the infantry and artil- 
lery advanced. 

Ammunition had been brought up 
noiselessly into the line and enor- 
mous quantities of horse and motor 
transport were hidden, waiting for 
the sound of the first gun. At the 
first shot roads, wood$, and fields 
were alive with galloping horses and 
motor lorries driven at breakneck 
speed, each hurrying ammunition to 
its own gun. Hundreds of guns had 
to be supplied and, fed continuously, 
so as to enable them to maintain the 
full volume of their fire, until the 
retreat of the boche forced them to 
advance.

AUGUST 10.—One may. assume 
that the immediate points be- 
fore the British Fourth Army and 
our Allies are now the occu- 
pation of the considerable town of 
Roye and the occupation of Chaulnes 
Railway Junction, which is of the 
highest value to the Germans for the 
transport of supplies and troops. It

Beside a road I came upon a little 
cemetery of French and British sol- 
diers, killed in earlier actions, and 
found it untouched. A few German 
dead lay, in the old and flower- 
grown trenches, dug by the British 
long ago, and some new German 
trenches were littered with the kits 
and books and papers of German of- 
ficers who had been killed or had 
left in a hurry.

They have the additional need of 
attempting to take away a great 
amount of heavy material, of which 
they recently lost a large quantity, 
and feel the military necessity of 
risking manpower in order to pro- 
tect the remaining supplies. 

-The scores of allied observers in 
airplanes reported that long streams 
of enemy troops and transports were 
rushing eastward, especially in the 
country east of Bray. Great columns 
of Germans were crossing the Somme 
River, even by the bridges that had 
been badly damaged by allied bomb- 
ers, who had dropped many tons of 
explosives at vital points. The ene- 
my bombers were also busy, and 
were repeatedly chased away by the 
British pursuit planes, to prevent 
them from dropping bombs to hinder 
the advance of the troops. 

The Germans were reported to be 
retreating eastward past Péronne in 
the greatest disorder. Many were 
said to be without arms, apparently 
having discarded their weapons. 
Among them were many wounded 
men staggering along on foot. 

Reports from the south received 
here say that the French continue 
to push along the Montdidier-Roye 
road. Many fires and explosions are 
reported within the German lines as 
their retreat. goes on. Much of this 
destruction was caused by the Ger- 
mans themselves, but in some cases 
shells from allied guns struck and 
exploded enemy ammunition dumps. 

Chaulnes was shrouded in clouds 
of smoke, shot with flame. Among 
other buildings in the town the rail- 
way station was reported as having 
been burning for many hours. 

The German resistance thus far 
generally appears to become weaker 
as the battle makes progress toward 
the centre, especially opposite the 
positions held by the Australians.

At 
one small town, south of the Amiens- 
Roye Road, the advancing French 
infantry sent word to the British 
that they could not get on because 
of heavy machine-gun fire from the 
town. 

Five ponderous armored monsters 
went over and rolled directly into 
the place. Their crews discovered 
that the houses were crowded with 
Germans manning machine guhs, 
principally from second-story win- 
dows. One tank leisurely advanced 
upon a house, while a hail of bullets 
splashed off its metal hide. After 
reconnoitring at close range, the tank 
backed off and charged home. Its 
great weight crushed in the whole 
building, and it continued forward 
until the structure was flattened out, 
with the enemy machine gunners 
thoroughly effaced. 

After this success, the four com- 
panion tanks engaged groups of the 
enemy, and the house-wrecking ma- 
chine proceeded to roll down and 
flatten nine other houses, This ‘tank 
literally crushed the entire village, 
and all the enemy within. 

When the French infantry, who 
had paused until the way was made 
clear for them by the British tanks, 
proceeded on their way, they . met 
with no resistance. On the other 
side of the town, Germans who had 
witnessed its demolition, fled in ter- 
ror. 

German prisoners have: ‘boasted 
that their forces now are equipped 
with new anti-tank rifles, firing a 
large projectile at great velocity. 
Actual encounter with these rifles, 
however, demonstrates that they are 
complete failures when trained on 
the armored tanks. A number of 
the: weapons have fallen’ into the 
hands of the British. 


Cavalry Rounds Up Many Prisoners.

GREAT BOMBING ACTIVITY 


Bridges and Stations in the Somme 
Valley Are the Chief

LONDON, Aug. 11.—Eighty German 
airplanes were destroyed by British air- 
men Friday and Saturday, according to’ 
official reports, and forty-two driven 
down out of control. A bulletin issued 
last night recorded the destruction of 
thirty-hine on Friday and thé disabling 
of twenty-two more, twenty-three Brit- 
ish aviators failing to return.

VERMONT GOVERNOR 
SHORT IN ACCOUNTS 


No Vouchers for $20,000 Dis-| 
bursed When Graham Was Audi- 
tor—Shortage Being Made Up.

MONTPELIER, Vt., Aug. 11.—A 
shortage of $20,000 in the accounts of

Voters’ Anti-Suffrage Party 


HON. WOODROW WILSON, President of the United States. 
Dear Sir: 

We respectfully convey to you our regret that, notwithstanding 
the opposition of a vast body of loyal American men and women, it 
is your present conviction that exigencies of war demand passage of 
the. pending Suffrage Federal Amendment. Writing to Senator 
Shields, you express the belief that “our action on this amendment 
will have an important and immediate influence upon the whole 
atmosphere and morale of the nations engaged in the war”—that its 
passage is “an essential psychological element in the conduct of the 
war for democracy.” . 

Aware of the unique opportunity for judgment afforded by the 
high office of President, and of its sources of information of political 
pressure and exigencies not accessible to the public, we who oppose 
settlement by Federal action (we beg you to believe, also, solely 
from patriotic motives) are greatly disturbed by your present advo- 

cacy of the measure. “ip Oe 

We infer that reasons not known to the public have caused this 
change of position from that maintained by you during the last 

Presidential campaign. We earnestly wish it were possible for you 
to make these reasons public, for, while studying all the facts acces- 
sible to us. we deplore that we are forced to a conclusion contrary to 
that at which you have recently arrived. ) | 

1. We cannot see that the atmosphere of double suffrage Mon- 
tana is better than that cf male suffrage Massachusetts, or that 
the morale of double suffrage Russia is better than that of male 
suffrage France. c 

2. The measure appears to us destructive of democracy. It 
appears to us a lamentable attempt to over-ride the will of the peo- 
ple as expressed at the polls in their respective States. An emphatic 
mandate confronts Congress in that woman suffrage has been sub- 
mitted to the people ten times since 1914, and has had NINE DE- 
FEATS and only one victory—the socialist-pacifist triumph in New 
York State. ‘ 

May we remind you that recent suffrage “victories,” with but 
one exception, have.been “lobby ” victories in legislative bodies, and 
not “ popular ” victories? 

Protected by the secret ballot in the polling booth from bribery, 
coercion and blackmail, the people have said “NO” to woman suf- 
frage in unmistakable terms. After the suffrage defeat in Iowa in 
1916, Mrs. Ida Husted: Harper is reported to have Said: “‘ We have 
no chance against the secret ballot.” Later, in open convention, the 
same veteran suffrage leader said: “ We have had enough of appeal- 
ing to the individual voter with his secret ballot.” 

Is not this resort to settlement by Federal Amendment an ad- 
mission of defeat by the people? 3 

It takes the question away from the voters who are protected by 
the secret ballet, and puts it in the control of politicians in Congress’ 
and State Legislatures, presumably because they have no such pro- 
tection, and must vote in the open and face the consequences of 
suffrage retaliation. Suffragists themselves admit this. Mrs. Blatch 
De Forest, acting President of the Women’s Political Union, said in 
its official organ, January, 1916: “It is easier to deal with two 
hundred men than with two niilion. It is easier to Lring pressure 

to bear on a legislator, especially during the sensitive months before 
election, than on a voter who does not face defeat and can afford to 
risk our displeasure.” 

The whole system of suffrage campaigning and coercion in 
legislative bodies appears to us a defiance of representative govern- 
ment. You will recall that after the people of Ohio had twice de- 
feated woman suffrage at the polls, and a careful poll of the women 
on signed cards showed an overwhelming oppositicn to the ballot, the 
Ohio Legislature, under pressure of a suffrage lobby, imposed par- 
tial suffrage on the State. To undo what their “representatives ” 
had done, the people of Ohio were forced to invoke the referendum, 
and a third time went through the distraction and expense of a 
State election in order to r2peal woman suffrage. Maine is another 
instance of the betrayal of the people by their representatives. . Last 
autumn the people of Maine defeated woman suffrage at the polls 
nearly two to one. Three months later the entire Maine delegation 
in the House of Representatives voted solidly for the Suffrage Fed- 
eral Amendment, presumably under pressure of the suffrage female 
lobby. Such instances as these make it difficult to accept the Suf- 

. frage Federal Amendment as a measure’ of democracy or rule by 
the people. 

3. As we are unable to consider the Suffrage Federal Amend- 
ment a measure of democracy, we are also unable, with cur present 
information, to consider it a war measure. It is conceded thatthe 
war offensive directed against us and our allies is two-fold, military 
and political. The destructive propaganda of socialism penetrates 
the victim nation to undermine its institutions and wreck its gov- 
ernment, thereby destroying its military defense, as in Russia. 
Woman suffrage is an essential principle of this revolutionary propa- 

anda preached by socialists and pacifists the world over. ‘Lhese 
orces have made recognized headway in New York. The socialist- 
pacifist-suffrage alliance in New York js indisputable. Morris Hill- 
pea said the day after election:' “ Socialist propaganda was vn- 
oubtedly the most potent factor in the success of the woman suf- 
frage amendment.” “ The Call,” official socialist. organ, further said: 
“ Socialism and suffrage, inseparable companions in revolutivnar 
thought and action, have triumphed in the election in New Yor 
City and State.”

DUAL SUBWAY HINTS. 

So far as Manhattan riders are'con- 
cerned, the dual subway already is 
working with smoothness, leaving little 
to be desired and showing that there 
was no necessity for the misadventure 
which attended its impatiently awaited 
opening. Theincident havingoccurred, 
it may be turned to actual advantage. 
It is something like a demonstration 
that more than one crossbar to the H 
would be an advantage to both the 
Interborough and its riders. The 
Rector Street experience will suggest 
consideration whether there may not 
be other places where there should be 
emergency provision of similar nature. 
Perhaps even permanent arrange- 
ments of that sort may be advisable. 
No doubt the Interborough would ob- 
ject to any plan enabling shopping 
and visiting being done on transfers. 
That would be to invite transfer 
abuses on the subways like those on 
the surface lines. But nobody would 
transfer on the subways without rea- 
son, for there is no pleasure riding on 
them. _ 

The Interborough incident may also 
be turned to use in connection with 
the Brooklyn half of the dual subway. 
There is as much impatience with the 
delay in opening that half as the Man- 
hattan half of the joint plan. There 
have been construction delays, not due 
to the Brooklyn company, and there 





is also delay in transferring from one 


part of the system to another. There 
has been official recommendation that 
transfers should be given from the 
B. R. T. elevated lines to the Fourth 
Avenue (Brooklyn) subway provision- 
ally until the physical connection is 
made. That would be the Brooklyn 
equivalent of the Rector Street trans- 
fers, and would relieve a large part of 
the Brooklyn travel of the necessity 
of that transfer. How desirable that 
would be appears from the necessity 
of closing Rector Street to wagon traf- 
fic in order to accommodate the 
pedestrian traffic. The company 
gives no sign of yielding to the official 
suggestion, for reasons no doubt like 
the Interborough’s. Nevertheless, 
there are equal reasons for consider- 
ing both emergency and permanent 
connections between the links of the 
Brooklyn system, as well as of the 
Manhattan system, and the system 
abounds in places where the connec- 
tions might be made.

The idea that the League of Nationa 
is simply a diabolical scheme for en- 
slaving. the world to America, which 
prevails so powerfully in a certain 
section of the German press, does not 
seem to appeal so strongly in South 
Germany. Particularly in Bavaria, a 
recent speech of Premier Danor seems 
to have called forth comment favor-

“What.sort of « League of Nations 
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would find support in Germany? 


General MonToxtas stems to favor a 
real one; but his view may be com: 
pared with that of Professor WALTHER 
E. Lorz. of the University of 
Munich;, expressed in the Nord- 
deutsche Allgemeine Zeitung, the 
semi-official organ of the Govern- 
ment. In view of the character of 
this paper, it is highly interesting to 
find that Professor Lotz bases argu- 
ment for such a league on the finan- 
cial situation after the war; we may 
hope for, great. indemnities, he tells 
the Germans, but we can hardly hope 
for enough to pay the cost of the war 
and at the same time maintain erma- 
ments on the previous scale. The 
only alternative to this argument is 
some sort of international arrange- 
ment. “ There are collective interests 
of all Europe,” he says, “against East- 
“ern Asia, against Africa, and other 
“ parts of the world, which cannot be 
“ sustained without military and naval 
“ power.” oe, 

In other words, he can imagine a 
League of Nations only as a league 
against somebody outside. If Amer- 
ica had stayed out, continues the Pro- 
fessor, European interest might have 
combined against her; and, leaving 
America out of the question for the 
moment, he would now have Europe 
combine against Japan and anybody 
else who may threaten from Asia and 
Africa. The general tone of his argu- 
ment leads to the supposition that he 
would prefer to have America also on 
the outside, and a purely European 
league which. should maintain a pow- 
erful united army and navy “ eventu- 
“ ally under the leadership of a small 
“neutral State, as the hegemony of 


“one of the great Powers would lead: 


“to jealousy on the part of the 
“ others.” 


This is an‘illuminating article. The 
Professor cannot conceive of a league. 


of all nations to keep the peace among 
themselves; all he can see is a Enuro- 
pean league against America and 
Japan. What would Germany be 
without some _ traditional enemy 
against whom teeth could be gnashed 
and sabers rattled in time of peace? 
The army and navy of the league 
would be commanded by a small neu- 
tra] State—Belgium, perhaps; or Lux- 
emburg; or a Greece restored to Con- 
STANTINE. at 

Nothing in Professor LoTz’s sugges- 
tion is incompatible with the sugges- 
tion made in 1916 by BETHMANN HOLL- 
WEG that Germany would not only ap- 
prove of a League of Nations, but 
would be glad to take the principal 
part in establishing it. Count 
REVENTLOW, who is an extremist to 
be sure, but not much more extreme 
than the men who have been supreme 
in German politics for the past year, 
says that a jeague is well enough, pro- 
vided Germany receives her rightful 
place among the nations. 

Such a League of Nations was estab- 
lished in 1866. It was called the 
North: German Confederation, and 
Prussia ruled it. This league was ex- 
panded in 1871 to include the States 
of South Germany; it became the Ger- 
man Empire, and Prussia still ruled 
it. Events of this war have swept 


Austria-Hungary, Bulgaria, and Tur- 


key, together with some puppet Gov- 
ernments among the peoples of East- 
ern Europe, into the league, and Prus- 
sia rules it still. These German com- 
mentators would now like to see Eng- 
land, France, Italy, and the rest of 
Europe brought into the league; a 
small neutral State might have the 
nominal command, but the concentra- 
tion of power would be overwhelm- 
ingly eregt in Prussia. In other 
words, an expanded German Empire 
for defense against America and Ja- 
pan. * 

Those who think that this is an un- 
fair judgment of the sort of league 
which the bulk of the ruling classes in 
‘Germany would like might study Dr. 
Davip JaYNE Hriww’s “ Impressions of 
the Kaiser,” particularly the account 
of the wrecking by Germany of all 
attempts to get a real international 
organization out of the Second Hague 
Conference. With a real League of 
Nations, organized to keep the peace 
by open dealings, the Kaiser, says Dr. 
Hirt, would haye no chance for per- 
sonal diplomacy such as that of the 
Willy-Nicky correspondence, which fs 
the All Highest’s idea of. Kaisering at 
its best. With the need for great 
armies removed, the people would 
presently wonder if a War Lord were 
really necessary. A real League of 
Nations requires first of all the break- 
down of German military power, and 
after that some sort of modification 
of the system which makes the Kaiser 
constitutionally supreme.

etween President Wilson and Paul M. 

arburg on the subject of the latter’s 
reappointment as Vice Governor of the 
Federal Reserve Bank when his term 
expired on Aug. 9 were obtained by Tuer 
Times yesterday. They are as follows.: 

Washington, May 27, 1918. 

Dear Mr. President—On Aug. 9 my 
four-year termi of office as a.member 
of the Federal Reserve Board will ex- 
pire. I do not: know whether or not, 
under the constant burden of grave 
and pressing decisions, you have 
reached the point where you wish to 
deal with the on of naming my 
successor, or whether or not you con- 
template to have me continue in this 
work. Nor would I presume to broach 
this question were it not that I felt 
that, in consequence of recent occur- 
rences, it has become one of policy 
rather than of personalities. 

Certain persons have started an agi- 
tation to the effect that a naturalized 
citizen of German birth, having near 
relatives prominent in German public 
life, should not be permitted to hold a 
position of great trust in the service 
of the United States. (I have two 
brothers in Germany who are bank- 
ers. They naturally now serve their 
country to the utmost of their ability, 
as I serve mine.) 

I believe that the number of men 
who urge this point of view is small at 
this time. They probably have not a 
proper appreciation of the sanctity of 
the oath of allegiance or of the oath 
of office. As for myself, I did not 
take them lightly... I waited. ten years 
before determining upon my actian, 
and I did not swear that “I abso- 
lutely and entirely renounce and ab- 
ure all allegiance and fidelity to any 
oreign potentate, and particularly to 
Wilhelm II., Emperor of Germ ‘Ge 
&c., until I was quite certain that I 
was be | and anxious to cast my lot 
unqualifiedly and without reserve with 
the country of my adoption and to 
defend its aims and its ideals. 

These are sad times. For all of us 
they bring sad duties, doubly hard, 
indeed, for men of my extraction. 
But, though, as in the civil war, 
brother must fight brother, each must 
follow the straight path of duty, and 
in this spirit I have endeavored to 
serve during the four years that it 
has been my privilege to be a member 
of the Federal Reserve Board. 

I have no doubt that all fair- 
minded and reasonable men would con- 
sider it nothing short of a national 
disgrace if this country, of all coun- 
tries, should condone or indorse the 
attitude of. those who would permit 
the American of German birth to give 
his all, byt would not trust him as 
unreservedly and as wholeheartedly 
as he, for his part, serves the country 
of his adoption. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, in times of war, we may not 
always count ---on fair reasoning. It 
is only too natural that, as our cas- 
ualty lists grow, bitterness and un- 
discriminating suspicion will assert 
themselves in the hearts of increasin 
numbers—even though these lists will 
continue to show their full proportion 
of German names. — 

Much to myeregret, Mr. President, 
it. has become increasingly evident 
that should you choose to renominate 
me, this might precipitate a harmful 
fight which, in the interest of the 
country, I wish to do anything in my 
power to avoid and which, even though 
resulting in my confirmation, would 
be likely to leave an element of irri- 
tation in the minds of many whose 


their intense’ feelings. 
hand, if for reasons of your own, you 
should decide not to renominate me 
it is likely to be construed by many 
as an acceptance by you of a point of 
view which I am certain you would 
not wish to sanction. In these cir- 
cumstances, I deem it my duty to 
state to you myself that it is my firm 
‘belief that the interest of the country 
will best be served if my name be not 
considered by you in this connection. 

I am frank to admit that I have 
reached this conclusion with the 
deepest regret, both on account of its 
cause and its effect. I have consid- 
ered it the greatest privilege to serve 
mv country at this time, and I do not 
abandon lightly a work, half done, in 
which I am deeply and genuinely in- 
terested. But my continuation in 
office under present conditions might 
make the board a target of constant 
attack by unscrupulous or unreason- 
ing people, and my concern to save 
any embarrassment to you and to the 
board in the accomplishment of its 
work would make it difficult for me 
to conserve that independence of mind 
and freedom of action without which

“ALLIED WOMEN AID 





Britain's 300,000 Land Army Fe- 
licitates American Workers. 
An official communication has been 
received by the Women’s Land Army of 
America from that of Great tain, F 


with messages of congratulation and en- 


couragement. The British organization 
has 300,000 women and is known as the 
National~ Political Land Council Wo- 
man’s Land Army of Britain. The 
letter says that the women of Great 
Britain have learned the difficulties of 
the work and the power of the women 
te overcome them, and speaks of the 
work as “an essential contribution to 
that fight for freedom in which we are 
both engaged.”’ 

Mrs. Wiliam Pierson Hamilton, First 
Vice President of the Land Army here, 
in giving out the letter, tells of the 
work that fs being done by the Land 
Army women of America. { 

“We are now organized in thirty-nine 
States,’ says Mrs. Hamilton, ‘“ and 
there are units in active operation in 
seventeen, while in the other States the 
farm labor situation is being investi- 
gated and preparative work is being 
done for another on. There are 127 
units of women now at work, ranging 
in ‘size from 20 to 150 women. A con- 
servative estimate of the number of 
women serving on the land this year is 
15,000, and this docs not include the 
women who are working independently 
in their own localities or in emergency 
units. This number would greatly in- 
crease the total. ‘ 

‘“*In the States where the Land Army 
worker has not already been introduced 
the farmers are conservative and skep- 
tical, but once a unit is put to work the 
interest increases by leaps and bounds, 
and demand for the workers grows pro- 
portionately. ‘The women have done all 
kinds 6f work connected with a farm, 
including irrigating, chopping and saw- 
ing wood, and tending stock. In every 
case the physical condition of the women 
has been excellent. 

“ Government departments and thirty- 
two different patriotic and other organi-, 


zations of women have co-operated with 
the Women’s Land Army this year, and 
thirty-four women’s colleges have fur- 
thered the movement by recruiting or 
giving special courses. There is a great 
need of dairy workers, and in a number 
of colleges women are being trained for 
this particular branch of farm work. 
We expect to place many more units an- 
other year under capable directors.’’

The Women Voters’ Anti-Suffrage 
Party has written to President Wilson 
seeking to convince him that he has 
made a mistake in changing his opin- 
fon as to the Federal suffrage amend- 
ment. President Wilson spoke in favor 
of suffrage during the 1916 campaign, 
but favored action by the States and 
was opposed to the Federal ‘amendment. 
Recently he has used his influence for 
the passage of the measure by Congress 
at the earliest possible moment. In their 
letter to the Président the Women Vo- 
ters’ Anti-Suffrage Party says: 

We respectfully convey to you our 
reese that, notwithstanding the oppo- 
sition of a vast body of loyal Amer- 
fean men and women, it is your pres- 
ent conviction that exigencies of war 
demand passage e suffrage - 
eral amendment now pending in. the 
United States Senate.

Aware of the unique opportunity for

Following reports 
of crop damage from drought the 
war news, opening the possibilities 
of a restoration of exports for Euro- 
pean spinners before another sea- 
son’s crop can be gathered, brought 
about a spirited advance which car- 
ried futures above 30 cents. Sim- 
ilarly, the market for foreign Gov- 
ernment bonds enjoyed a sudden rise 
with the disappearance of fears ove 
the safety of Paris. In the stock 
market gains were moderate and 
chiefly affected the steel issues, but 
there was a manifest strengthening 
in the undertone of the entire list 
even without much help from new 


] speculative buying. 


Disillusionment of the German 
people with the inevitable discovery 
that their leaders’ boast of a mil- 
itary decision cannot be realized: is 
expected by the Mechanics’ and 
Metals’ Bank to bring about an in- 
ternal crisis which will hasten the 
peace. Up to a little while ago their 
victories elated the German people. 
Germany’s account book for fou 
years shows 2,000,000 dead and per- 
haps as many permanently wounded 
men. It shows a nation stripped of 


.| material resources and deprived of a 
It-f 


formerly great overseas trade. 
shows a nation bearing a present in- 
debtedness of $38,000,400,000. It 
shows, also, although this seems to 
mean nothing inside Germany just 
now, a nation’s honor in ashes. 
Whether they blind themselves or 
not, it is as plain as day to all who 
will see that the economic millstone 
that is fastened to the neck of Ger- 
many is a great reality affecting the 
German people. That millstone grows 
steadily in weight. Man power and 
resources decrease daily, while the 
war burden grows. Germany’s bond 
interest alone will presently be at 
the rate of $2,000,000,000 a year. 
Pensions in view are at a yearly 
rate calculated at $750,000,000. Both 
these figures, added to the ordinary 
peace-time expenses of government, 
as they stood in 1913, and including 
@ very small sinking fund for the 
debt, make it appear that the German 
budget in years to come will reg- 
ularly be more than $4,000,000,000. 
The German people’s whole income 
before the war was $11,000,000,000 
yearly. Their Government’s pros- 
pective post-war expenses, therefore, 
equal 40 per cent. of their income, 
as that was calculated in the pros- 
perous times before the war. Ger- 
many had thought to meet its war 
cost as it did in 1871, out of the 
substance of the nations she con- 
quered. What will the German people 
say when, awakening at last to the 
knowledge that victory is not to be 
theirs, they: confront the reality of 
dragging the leaden weight of billions 
of war debt themselves? 


Notwithstanding the fact that our 
own current war costs exceed those 
of any other nation the financing 
problem is one of the lesser worries 
of the Administration. The Govern- 
ment’s appropriations for the year 
1919, amounting to nearly $30,000,- 


amount of money which will have to 
be ‘raised through bond sales and 
taxation. Last year’s appropriations 
totaled. $19,000,000,000, while ex- 
penditures and advances to our allies 
totaled approximately. $13,500,000,- 
000. It is indicated that Secretary 
McAdoo will shortly announce a

' Favor a Flat Individual Tax. 


It is urged by the committee that all 
. Corporations, copartnerships, associa- 
‘tons, and individuals engaged in busi- 
mess or trade be treated identically as 
to rates and exemptions and that the 
term ‘’ trade or business ’’ shall not in- 
clude professions or personal service. A 
flat individual income tax not to exceed 
$5 is urged against ail individuals whose 
income equais or exceeds $800, although 
the personal exemption would not be 
altered.. The flat tax would be in addi- 
tion to taxes now or hereafter to be 
levied and would be collected and paid 
at the source, whenever possible. 

It is further suggested that incomes 
under $100,000 may be fairly expected 
to bear a relatively higher rate of sur- 
tax than at present, and that the entire 
achedule might,.to advantage, be mate- 
réally increased. It is suggested that 
the normal rate be increased to not to 
exceed 8 per cent. The committee sug- 
gests that contributions by corporations 
to war relief organizations be allowable 
deductions from gross incomes. Still an- 
ether recommendation is that so-called 
** unearned incomes’’ be taxed on the 
game basis as earned incomes.

War Trade Board Will License 
Limited Quantities of Food.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 11.—The War 
Trade Board, after consultation with 
sthe British and French Governments, 
today announced that arrangements had 
been consummated, effective.

New construction problems, are be- 
ginning to face'the Eastern builder, 
whether he has’ contracts for Govern- 
ment work- or whether he has permits 
to proceed with necessary private build- 
ing -work. 

In cbtaining estimates on proposed 
construction work, he finds costs are 
advancing out of bounds, even of cost- 
plus construction work, for the simple 
reason that the material is not avail- 
able for future delivery. 

In the matter of Hudson River com- 
mon brick, the week closed with whole- 
sale prices for best grades at $15 a 
thousand, A $20 a thousand wholesale 
price is not beyond the pale of reason, 
unless some way is found to burn the 
brick that now lies in the racks in a 
very perishable condition before the 
Autumn frosts set in. 

In view. of the disposition on the part 
of the’ authorities to tighten up on the 
supply of steel’ the burden of handling 
essential building construction in the 
next-few months will -be carried by such 
substitute building materials as lum- 
ber, stone, plaster block, hollow tile, and 
similar materials which heretofore have 
been . classed second in importance to 
reinforced concrete, steel, and - other 
forms of construction. | 

Lumber appears to be the one com- 
modity that’ s not menacingly short on 
supply. Neither is there much likelihood 
of prices advancing much further than 
are now reported, according to authori- 
ties in the e. 

. The price movements in other depart- 
ments of the. building material market 
covering the Eastern ection of the 
country, according to the Dow Service 
Daily Building Reports, show that 
linseed oil is reaching toward a $2.4 gal- 
lon level, the current. week-end price 

being $1. 90, with $1.92-$1.94 for less than 
carload lots. There are strong ex 
bilities that flaxseed supplies this 
country will have to be sha with 
Kingland,. where the flaxseed crop is far 
below normal, and the most rigid 
economy is being exercised to conserve 
se * crops. 

In the matter of slate quotations the 
freight charges are now a very large 
proportion of the delivered cost, and, 
therefore, pa is — an important 
item to the. buyer, o usually desires 
freight allowed price. For that reason 
free on d quarry price is not very 
heipful. 

Architects’ , contractors’, and subcon- 
tractors’ building material supply and 
equipment interests have been advised 
to canvass thoroughly their prospective 
customers with reference to- the quan- 
tities of materials, either raw or fin- 
ished, prospective operations, jobs that 
are necessary to the industrial and com- 
mercial expansion of the country im- 
mediately after the war, and secon- 
darily, what might be called imperative 
housing construction, starting first with 
hotels, apaftments;, suburban residences 
and. institutions, schools, theatres, and 
pref Pigeon dwelling enterprises, 

during the next six months. 

One of the first things that will be 
done after the present war-winning pres- 
sure on the building material market is 
relieved is for the Government or some 
deputized agenty to make a survey of 
the immediate demands for building ma- 
terials that still will be classed as es- 
sential and nonessential.
